Some sixty cattle owners visited 
ne or more of four farms last 
"hursday to see how’ silage kept in 
ifferont types of silos and to 
earn how’ the owners were feed- 
ng and managing their cattle. 
On the Babb and Dowling farm 
where the first stop was made, we 
aw an above the ground trench 
ype of silo estimated to contain 
bout 400 tons of corn silage. 74 cat­ 
tle were on full feed and the visi­ 
tors also saw an additional 205 that 
were being wintered on silage and 
one pound of soybean meal per 
head daily. On the Pattengill Bro­ 
thers farm the visitors saw 15 head 
of calves being finished on a limit­ 
ed ration of silage, six pounds of 
shelled corn and enough protein 
supplement each day to balance 
the ration. Several students from 
vocational the agricultural class at 
East Prairie High School joined the 
group at the Frank Johnson farm 
where they saw 66 head of cattle 
also being wintered on Atlas Sargo 
silage, protein supplement, a n d 
mineral. The last stop was made 
on the Noah Heath farm near Dog­ 
wood where silage was also furn­ 
ishing the basic roughage for the 
cattle. 
William E. Pugh. Extension Ani­ 
mal Husbandman, from Columbia, 
participated in the tour to lead the 
discussions and to answer most of 
the questions about feeding a n d 
management that were asked by 
the visitors. 
Of course, as all cattle men rea­ 
lize, the best method of feeding 
and management varies greatly 
with the quality of cattle and with 
the amount of finish that the owner 
wishes to put on them before they 
are marketed Mr. Pugh said that 
a good standard ration for medium 
grade cattle that are to be carried 
through the winter at low cost with 
only moderate gains as the objec­ 
tive may well consist of all the 
good silage they can eat, about 
one pound of cotton seed or soy­ 
bean meal, with free acess to a 
good mineral mixture offered in a 
way to allow the cattle to help 
themselves. While he had no crit-’ 
icism to offer of some of the com­ 
mercial mineral mixtures on the 
market, he stated that a g o o d 
homemade mixture that is as satis- 
facotrv as any can be made by 
mixing equal parts of common sait 
and bone meal. 
It was pointed out that where 
small grain pasture is available 
that cattle should be encouraged to 
use the pasture as much as possible 
thereby, not only providing a good 
feed but making a saving in silage. 
It was also stated that about four 
pounds of good alfalfa per head 
daily would serve as a very satis­ 
factory substitute for the soybean 
or cotton seed meal. 
Mi Pugh emphasized the impor­ 
tance of holding feed costs to the 
minimum. He said that in many 
instances beef cow’s would eat more 
silage than was economical and 
that it was uaually advisable to 
limit the ration of this feed com­ 
pelling them to use more pasture 
and less expensive rough feeds. He 
said that in properly utilizing cheap 
feed, one to two pounds of mo­ 
lasses per head daily could w’ell be 
used to not only make low grade 
feeds more digestible but that such 
limited amounts of molasses had a 
feeding value approximately equal 
to that of corn. 
One of many questions asked 
was that of how to free cattle of 
lice with w’hich they are often in­ 
fested at this time of year. He sug­ 
gested thorough spraying with a 
one-half of one percent solution of 
chlordane as being one of the best 
sprays usually completely eradi­ 
cating the parasites making second 
sprayings unnecessary. Other ma­ 
terials often used are BUC or Lin­ 
dane. However, when these sprays 
are used, it is usually necessary 
to repeat the treatm ent in about 
21 days. 
Mr. Pugh said that Southeast 
Missouri farm ers could winter cat­ 
tle at a lower cost and make gains 
far more economically than is pos­ 


sible in central and northern Mis­ 
souri because of the more months 
when we can use small grain pas­ 
tures and because of the wide vari­ 
ety of material with which to make 
low cost silage. He recommended 
that in many instances where rye 
and vetch was not pastured down 
that farmers could well afford to 
cut the rye high while in the dough 
stage to leave as much vetch as 
possible on the land. This green 
rye he said will make good silage 
and also make it possible to avoid 
the injurious effect of turning under 
heavy growths of rye ahead of corn, 
cotton, or soybeans. Of course, this 
applies only where the rye a n d 
vetch is seeded for green manure 
purposes and is not to be harvested 
for grain.

In fact his neigh 
bor over the fence with the same 
kind of land using the same variety 
of corn, fertilized in the same way 
with only a day’s difference in the 
planting date produced 14 bushels. 
I think the difference may be ac - 1 
counted for by the fact that th e ' 
neighbor’s land grew rye only with­ 
out the vetch and that the rye not 
being pastured was allowed to grow 
far too rank, as is often the case 
before it was turned under. I think , 
a common mistake is to allow cov-| 
er crops of small grain become too 
rank and woody before they are 
plowed under.

Con W ork Out on Forms 


A business agreement with a 
young man may be the answer to 
the problem of the retiring farm er 
who doesn’t want to sell out. Too 
often, the life work of a farm er is 
needlessly broken up when old age 
or illness forces him to have a 
dispersal sale. Frank Miller, agri­ 
cultural economist at the Univer­ 
sity of Missouri, says this is par­ 
ticularly true in the case of pure­ 
bred livestock herds which have 
taken years to build. 
These business agreements can 
be valuable for both the retiring 
farm er and the young man start­ 
ing out. The older man can s e e 
his farm continue in operation. . . 
and the young man can get a bet­ 
ter start than if he were complete­ 
ly on his own. 
There are several different types 
of business contracts that can be 
worked out to fit individual needs. 
These agreements are quite com­ 
mon among fathers and sons. But 
Miller sees no reason why they 
cannot be used among unrelated 
people.

Pasture renovation m eans im ­ 
p r o v e m e n t of g r a z i n g l a n d s 
through breaking up old sods, 
applying liberal applications of 
lime and fertilizer, and sowing 
productive tall-growing grasses 
and legumes. This usually m eans 
the replacing Kentucky bluegrass 
or other grasses with mixtures 
including 
o r c h a r d g r a s s 
or 
brom egrass and Ladino clover, 
or other legumes. 
Renovation is especially suited 
to pastures made weak and un­ 
productive by lack of lime and 
fertilizer applications or by over- 
grazing. If the land is adapted, a 
greater increase in production 
should result from the establish­ 
m ent of a tall-growing grass-le- 
gume association. 
The ta lle r-g ro w in g p a s tu re 
plants will require periodic reno­ 
vation to maintain the desired 
legumes. For this reason blue­ 
grass should be maintained on 
the rough, steep lands that erode 
easily. On fertile land bluegrass 
does not yield so much as the 
o r c h a r d g r a s s and b r o m e g ra s s 
and has the further disadvantage 
of making little growth in m id­ 
sum m er. The taller-growing p as­ 
ture plants which are depended 
upon to furnish m idsum m er graz­ 
ing as well as silage or hay m ay 
be grown in a regular rotation 


with com and small grain or 
m ay be maintained m ore or less 
permanently by periodic renova­ 
tion. 
Renovation allows rough land 
to be maintained as productive 
pasture with less erosion and re ­ 
quires less fencing than rota­ 
tions. Rotations allow m axim um 
use of accum ulated nitrogen and 
organic m atter from legumes, 
better weed control and more 
uniform pasture production than 
renovated pastures. 
Most renovation is aimed at 
g r e a te r to ta l p ro d u c tio n and 
m o re m id -s u m m e r p ro d u ctio n . 
Reasonably fertile land should 
be 
selected 
for this 
purpose. 
Land that produces poorly be­ 
cause of inadequate fertilization, 
poor water-holding capacity, or 
for more reasons, cannot be ex­ 
pected to produce much more 
tall-growing pasture than can be 
obtained from perm anent sods. 
Either disking or shallow plow­ 
ing m ay be used in renovation. 
Plowing disposes of weeds more 
effectively, 
and for 
alfalfa 
in 
particular, puts part of the lime 
deeper in the soil. On steeper 
slopes disking reduces losses by 
erosion, leaves decaying plant 
m aterial on surface and can be 
done after light rains when plow­ 
ing is not possible.

Soybean meal, cotton seed meal,

sources of protein. W here no leg­ 
ume hay is available, one of these 
must be fed to get the best gains 
and best use of the silage. 
M ineral is another item that the 
feeder m u st use to m ake silage go 
further 
and 
give better results. 
Bonem eal and salt, mixed equal 
parts, 
will 
m ake 
a 
satisfactory 
m ineral supplem ent. This m ineral 
can be self-fed, keeping it before 
the cattle at all tim es. 
The feeding of extra vitam in A 
along with silage is not necessary 
w here the silage has a good green 
color. Fifteen to 20 pounds of good 
green silage will furnish the vita­ 
min A needed If this much silage 
is fed or if some green grass or < 
small grain pastu re is available, it 
won’t be necessary to buy extra 
vitam in A.

Pasture renovation means im ­ 
p ro v e m e n t of g ra z in g la n d s 
through breaking up old sods, 
applying liberal applications of 
lime and fertilizer, and sowing 
productive tall-growing grasses 
and legumes. This usually means 
the replacing Kentucky bluegrass 
or other grasses with mixtures 
including 
o r c h a r d g r a s s 
or 
bromegrass and Ladino clover, 
or other legumes. 
Renovation is especially suited 
to pastures made weak and un­ 
productive by lack of lime and 
fertilizer applications or by over- 
grazing. If the land is adapted, a 
greater increase in production 
should result from the establish­ 
ment of a tall-growing grass-le- 
gume association. 
The taller-gro w in g p astu re 
plants will require periodic reno­ 
vation to m aintain the desired 
legumes. For this reason blue­ 
grass should be maintained on 
the rough, steep lands that erode 
easily. On fertile land bluegrass 
does not yield so much as the 
o rc h a rd g ra ss and b ro m eg rass 
and has the further disadvantage 
of making little growth in mid­ 
summer. The taller-growing pas­ 
ture plants which are depended

National Plan Against 
Bovine Brucellosis 
Being Accelerated 
The National Program against 
Bovine Brucelosis is being accel­ 
erated to reduce the level of in­ 
fection throughout the country and 
approach com plete eradication as 
rapidly as possible. The expanded 
drive is being m ade now because 
incidence of the disease, as shown 
among the cattle tested during the 
past year, has been reduced to the 
point where a concerted effort can 
wipe it out. 
The current program is an ex­ 
pansion of the Federal-State pro­ 
gram which has been in operation 
since 1934 
It is based on finding 
diseased anim als by testing herds, 
and 
getting 
rid of reactors 
as 
quickly as possible, plus the use 
of proper sanitation and hedr m an­ 
agem ent. Vaccination of calves is 
used w herever necessary to build 
up im munity. In July 1954, 
Con­ 
gress authorized the use of addi­ 
tional funds to accelerate the drive. 
These funds will be used in part 
to restore m axim um indemnities 
to $25 for grade anim als and $50 
for purebreds slaughtered in t h e 
eradication program . 
Four plans are used in the pro­ 
gram , according to the varying 
conditions under which brucellosis 
is found. Plan 
A calls for testing 
the herd, im m ediate slaughter of 
reactors, cleaning and disinfecting 
of premises, retesting at 30 day in­ 
tervals, and possible vaccination of 
calves. Plan B requires herd test­ 
ing, calf vaccination, m arking re­ 
actors, and keeping reactors under 
quarantine until they can be m ar­ 
keted

Plan C suitable for range herds, 
calves are vaccinated but the herd 
is not tested. Plan D, used only as 
an em ergency m easure, provided

Renovation allows rough land 
to be maintained as productive 
pasture with less erosion and re­ 
quires less fencing than rota­ 
tions. Rotations allow maximum 
use of accumulated nitrogen and 
organic m atter from legumes, 
better weed control and more 
uniform pasture production than 
renovated pastures. 
Most renovation is aimed at 
g re a te r to t - 1 p roduction and 
m ore m id-sum m er production. 
Reasonably fertile land should

Land that produces poorly be­ 
cause of inadequate fertilization, 
poor water-holding capacity, or 
for more reasons, cannot be ex­ 
pected to produce much more 
tall-growing pasture than can be 
obtained from perm anent sods. 
Either disking or shallow plow­ 
ing may be used in renovation. 
Plowing disposes of weeds more 
effectively, and for alfalfa in 
particular, puts part of the lime 
deeper in the soil. On steeper 
slopes disking reduces losses by 
erosion, leaves decaying plant 
m aterial on surface and can be 
done after light rains when plow­ 
ing is not possible.
